Washington, Dec. 7.—That last night 
was the eve of a new session of con­ 
gress was apparent in the Washington 
hotels, which are always barometers 
of political activity under the dome. 
Senators and members coming to the

Vice-President Stevenson will 
call 
th e senate to order. The first day of 
the session will be devoted almost en­ 
tirely to receiving the president’s mes­ 
sage. If precedents are followed there 
will be an adjournment soon after the 
receipt of the message. 
The first week of the session is not 
expected to be productive of important 
results in a legislative way. There the 
many seators who think that little or 
nothing should be done beyond 
the 
passage of the appropriation bills at 
that session, and as 
these measures 
necessarily originate in the house there 
Trill be^no disposition to postpone the 
season of activity until some of these 
bills can be received from the other 
end of the capitol. The probabilities 
are that the daily sessions at the be­ 
ginning will be comparatively brief, 
and that the senate will content itself 
with four days’ work each week.

Foreigners. 
Woman can travel alone in the New 
England states without the slightest ap­ 
prehension of anything disagreeable. 
She is severely left alone except when 
assistance is necessary. 
Then she will 
receive it promptly. 
No protestations 
are made—no pretenses that it is a pleas­ 
ure to do this or th a t 
It needed to be 
done and is done, and thanks are usu­ 
ally replied to simply w ith a nod. 
» 
The New Englander is neither warm 
nor gallant, but he is civil. He recog­ 
nizes an unknown woman’s right to ask 
a question of a man and receive a civil 
answer. 
Often a man will walk some 
distance to show the road or point out 
the street that is being looked for. 
Even at the railway stations persons 
in uniform give the requisite informa­ 
tion as to a train’s time of starting and 
whatever the questioner wants to know 
* promptly and without scowling, and in 
a car a man seems to offer a woman a 
seat as a matter of course and instantly 
turns his back on her. 
If an unknown 
woman thanks a civil New England 
stranger with a smile for any courtesy, 
he freezes lier in a way peculiar to him ­ 
self. Truth to tell, he is seldom obliged 
to do this by New England women, but 
a native of elsewhere sometimes beams 
upon him as a token of gratitude and 
ever after wonders what dreadful thing 
that man thought of her.
